BY VOTE OF 61(US)-42-32. 

5. FOLLOWING FURTHER EXPLANATION OF VOTES. COMITE HEARD 
DISCUSSION OF BARBADOS MOTION NOT REPEAT NOT TO VOTE ON 
HOSTILE RESOLUTION IN 677; NUMBER OF DELEGATIONS SPOKE 

AS DID CHAIRMAN. COMITE DID NOT APPROVE BARBADOS MOTION. 
VOTE WAS 48 IN FAVOR (US), 57 AGAINST, AND 30 ABSENTIONS. 

6. CHAIR PUT HOSTILE RESOLUTION, 677. TO VOTE. VOTE WAS 
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48-48(US), WITH 38 ABSTENTIONS. CHAIR ANNOUNCED 677 
HAD BEEN REJECTED IN ACCORDANCE WITH RULE 133. 
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
